F. A . Pettit, of Owensboro, K y ., 
who arrived in St. Louis yesterday, 
says the Republic, is a unique char­ 
acter on 
a unique mission. 
He 
tramped and heat his vvaiv across 
the state ot Illinois in the guise of a 
‘ Tioho,” for the purpose of asso­ 
ciating with tramps on terms of so­ 
cial equality and getting from them 
some estimate of tlie number of un­ 
employed men in the country at 
present, and some ideas as to the 
causes of tlieir idleness. 
“ The freight trains on the trunk 
lines running into St. I.,ouis fre- 
(juently 
look 
like the passenger 
trains at present, because of the 
number of tramps they bring in ,” 
said Mr. Pettit. 
“ I have seen as 
many as fiftv’ men beating their 
way on a single train of the Balti- 
m oreand Ohio Southwestern. Their 
number has become so great that 
the trainmen are afraid to molest 
them, aiul on the local freights al­ 
low them to work out their fare in 
helping to load and unload freight 
at the way stations, and with the 
switching. 
“ Not many of these men are regu­ 
lar tramps or are on the road from 
choice, but are rather the victims 
of circumstances. 
I talked with a 
great many who have been in half 
of the large cities of the country 
looking for work without success. 
For the most part they are men 
wlio are willing to turn their hands 
to anv thing that will bring them a 
liveliiiood. 
A m o n g them 1 found 
a large percentage of skilled w ork­ 
men who have not had regular em­ 
ployment since the hard times began 
in ’9 2, wTien tlie mills commenced 
to shut down and the avenues of 
trade were gradiiallv’ closed. 
“ A s an ev'idence tiiat many of 
these men will vv'ork if employment 
is to be found.I learned that a great 
number of them started in the south 
a 
month or more ago and 
have 
slowly 
been 
working their 
way 
north by picking strawberries. 
A s 
the crop comes on further north 
they move with it and in this way 
they have been able to keep body 
and soul together, without begging 
or depending upon the communi­ 
ties through which they passed for 
a livelihood. 
“ N ot many of the Illinois towns 
enforce the vagrancy laws, owing 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
there 
are 
so 
many unemployed that it is impos­ 
sible to care for the men placed 
under arrest, without a heavy bur­ 
den to the municipalities. The cost 
of feeding them has growm to such 
a figure that the authorities long 
ago abandoned the custom of lock­ 
ing them up, and have adopted a 
system of helping them on to the 
next to w n .”

TH E SÜ LTAX TO ACCEPT. 


He W ill Be Satisfled W ith a Reasona­ 
ble Iiideinuity and Chaiiire 
of Frontier. 


A t h e x s, Alay lo .— The 
corre­ 
spondent of the Associated Press 
learns on the very best authority 
that Greece has made a written ap­ 
plication to the powers, through 
their 
representatives 
at 
Athens, 
with a view of obtaining media­ 
tion. 
A ll the representatives have 
promised 
in their replies to use 
their best offices, except the Ger­ 
man minister, who has merelv ac­ 
knowledged the receipt of the note 
from the cabinet. 
The porte is inclined to support 
the powers, with a view to the fa­ 
cilitation of 
negotiations, 
but it 
declines to consent to an armistic, 
on the ground that this would en­ 
able 
Greece 
to 
re-organize 
her 
forces. 
A s a matter of fact Turkey con­ 
tinues to send troops from Salónica 
homeward, and it is probable that 
Osman Pasha has returned to Con­ 
stantinople from Salónica. In view 
of both facts, it may be assumed 
that nothing 
serious is expected, 
but the continuance of a state of 
w ar 
is regarded as the very best 
means of hastening the efforts of 
diplomacy. 
W ithout doubt hopes have been 
raised in Turkey that the Ottoman 
government might annex Thessaly 
and restore the old frontier of i88i, 
but the sultan is not inclined to risk 
such a step. 
On the contrary he 
opposes it uncompromisingly and 
will not yield to the pressure of the 
w ar party^at Constantinople. 
Fie will be satisfied with a reason­ 
able indemnity and a slight rectifi- 
tion of the eastern Thessalian fron­ 
tier, 
such 
a one as would give 
T urkey several strategic positions 
in the vicinity of Xezeros. 
It 
is 
understood 
that 
Greece 
agrees to confide her interests to 
the powers in the peace negotia­ 
tions. 
A dispatch from Lamia dated 
yesterday says that Crown Prince 
Constantine is still at Domokos, 
and that General Smolenski is at 
Almvros. 
Riccotti Garibaldi and 
the Italian volunteers have arrived 
at 
Almyros. 
The 
dispatch says 
that the exodus of inhabitants from 
Domokos, Lamia and the siirround- 
irlg country continues. 
It is probable that more fighting 
will occur at Domokos.

remarked: ‘^The theater is a factor 
of society just as much as the church, 
and^ * 
* 
it is an educator, and 
its influence is for good and not for 
evil.” 
To which a writer 
in 
the 
Cleveland Leader, taking mild excep­ 
tion, says that it should not be over­ 
looked that the English drama began 
in the church in the form of miracle 
play s, a pantomimic method of im­ 
parting religions instruction, as well 
as social entertainment. 
It was in­ 
troduced by the clergy ; the priests 
were the first actors, and the churches 
the first theaters. 
The subjects were 
taken from Scripture history and the 
lives of the saints, and the representa­ 
tions known as my steries and miracle 
play s were little else hut acting (pan­ 
tomime), for long before Tenny son’s 
day it was recognized that ''things 
seen are mightier than things heard,” 
and these sublime object lessons were 
presented to the ])iiblic 200 vears be­ 
fore 
they 
became 
literary . 
The 
spectacle was aided by the use of 
English words in the fourteenth een- 
turj, and though town guilds under­ 
took the performance, the church was 
still the producer of these religious 
p]a}^s. 
In the earh' part of the four- 
teeiith century the po])c gave a monk 
leave to write a set of 25 miracle plays 
in English. 
They he^in vriili “The 
Downfall of Lucifer” and ended with 
“Doomsday .” It is well known that 
Milton’s first intention with the sub­ 
ject of “Paradise Lost” was to treat 
it as a miracle play , and he had actual­ 
ly made a commencement. 
The morality came in later than 
the miracle play. 
This new step in 
the direction of the English drama 
was made in the fifteenth century in 
the reign of the 'TIoly Henry ,’' and 
was under the special patronage of 
that good man, who founded and 
equipped Eton, Imgland's first gram­ 
mar scliool (as preparatory schools 
were called even as late as our colonial 
day s), within sight of the windows of 
Windsor, that he might see it grow, 
and, later, watch the Itovs at tlieir 
play . 
The morality was allegorical, and 
tanglit some lesson of duty or virtue 
through such actors as Benevolence, 
Honor, Ketributioii, etc. 
Tljr* virtue, 
of course, iriiimplicd, and the vice 
(out of wliich grew tlie clown of com­ 
edy ) was in tlie end defeated and lui-

inent a churchman as Erasmus styled 
him '*tlie grace and glory of English 
scholars.” 
He had tlie ('ourage to at­ 
tack the court (of Henry VIII.) in 
"Colin Clout,” and the primate and 
favorite, Wolsey, in a later ]> 0(>m. 
The latter ordered his arrest, and lu‘ 
was obliged to "‘take sanctuarv” in 
Westminster, where he remained a 
prisoner till his death. 
The first historic ]^lay, “King 
John,” was written hv a hish<>i>, John 
Bale.

I he first Englisk conicdy was writ­ 
ten by 2shcholas Udall, head masior
